SIXTY-EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Standing  Committee  wishes  to  thank  all  who,  through  financial 
assistance  or  any  other  form  of  contribution,  have  helped  to  make  this 
the  most  active  year  in  the  history  of  The  Trustees  of  Reservations 

Sixty-eight  years  ago,  this  corporation  was  established  by 
Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891,  Massachusetts  General  Court,  for  the 
"purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining  and 
opening  to  the  public  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth." 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  acquire  land  by  gift,  devise, 
or  purchase,  to  hold  such  lands  open  to  the  public,  and  are 
free  of  taxation.  The  corporation  may  receive  funds  for  the  care 
of  land  and  for  general  purposes. 

Briefly,  this  board  was  created  in  order  to  provide  a  ready  and 
absolutely  trustworthy  instrument  by  means  of  which  persons 
who  may  desire  to  effect  the  permanent  preservation  of  any 
interesting  or  lovely  spot  in  Massachusetts  can  accomplish  their 
purpose  without  difficulty  or  delay  from  legal  causes. 

On  March  2,  1959,  the  Trustees  moved  their  headquarters  from 
Boston  to  the  Pierce  House,  224  Adams  Street,  Milton,  Mass. 
This  property,  comprising  of  a  new  dwelling  and  six  acres  of 
beautifully  landscaped  area  adjacent  to  our  Hutchinson's  Field 
Reservation,  was  given  to  the  Trustees  as  a  bequest  of  the  late 
Henry  L.  Pierce  of  Milton. 

The  Trustees  believe  they  are  making  a  dramatic  step  forward 
in  using  these  facilities  for  their  headquarters  which  provide 
adequate  parking  space  and  ready  access  to  trunk  lines  leading 
to  all  parts  of  the  state. 

By  welcoming  groups  and  organizations  interested  in  Open 
Space  problems  to  the  Pierce  House,  the  Trustees  feel  they  will 
be  carrying  on  the  tradition  and  aspirations  of  their  founders. 

ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  1958 
ACQUISITION  OF  PROPERTIES 

North  Andover:  the  Blunt  Property  consisting  of  13.9  acres 
was  purchased  and  added  to  the  Charles  W.  Ward  Reservation 
in  North  Andover,  given  by  Mrs.  C.  Carleton  Kimball  and 
Mr.  Charles  L.  Ward. 
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Manchester:  48  acres  were  added  to  protect  the  hilltop  and  to 
extend  the  south  boundary.  Given  by  a  generous  donor  of  the 
Trustees. 

Milton:  Pierce  House  and  6  acres  of  land  adjacent  to  Hutchin- 
son's Field  Reservation,  received  in  a  bequest  under  the  will  of 
Henry  L.  Pierce. 

ANNUAL  MEETING 

The  Sixty-eighth  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
in  Parlor  133  at  the  Sheraton  Plaza  Hotel  on  January  28,  1959, 
at  11  o'clock  with  President  Wm.  Roger  Greeley  presiding. 

The  Secretary  presented  the  official  records  of  the  Corporation 
and  the  Standing  Committee  during  1958  which  were  approved 
and  accepted.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY 

The  year  1958  was  an  exceedingly  active  one  for  the  Standing 
Committee — a  year  marked  with  sorrow — and  yet,  one  with 
forward  progress. 

On  January  7th,  the  chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
Mr.  Maurice  M.  Osborne,  died.  His  ability  as  a  leader  and  his 
great  loyalty  to  the  ideals  of  The  Trustees  made  his  loss  deeply 
felt.   Mr.  Charles  E.  Mason,  Jr.,  was  elected  to  succeed  him. 

With  the  passing  of  Mr.  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  on  July  1st, 
the  Trustees  lost  a  valued  friend  whose  thirty  years  of  devoted 
service  as  an  officer  and  executive  director  blazed  a  path  of  glory 
in  the  annals  of  the  Trustees.  His  devotion,  energy  and  enthusi- 
asm will  long  serve  as  an  inspiration  to  those  who  follow. 

On  December  nth,  we  lost  another  cherished  friend,  Miss 
Mabel  Choate,  who,  in  1948,  gave  to  the  Trustees  that  historic 
treasure,  the  Mission  House  in  Stockbridge.  Under  her  will,  she 
has  made  us  a  bequest  of  "Naumkeag,"  her  lovely  summer  home 
in  Stockbridge  with  its  magnificent  gardens  and  very  generous 
endowment. 

Financial  receipts  for  the  year  1958  were  extremely  gratifying. 
To  summarize:  Annual  dues,  the  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial 
Endowment  Fund,  gifts  for  reservation  development  and  for 
additional  land  purchases,  gift  for  printing  1000  copies  of  the 
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Bartholomew's  Cobble  booklet,  special  drives  for  funds  at  the 
Old  Manse  for  new  floor  coverings,  and  for  funds  for  Bartholo- 
mew's Cobble  and  Chesterwood  amount  to  $33,909.51.  In 
addition,  we  received  in  bequests  $103,069.65  which  includes  a 
generous  unrestricted  bequest  of  $100,000  from  the  Estate  of 
Louise  Ayer  Hathaway — income  from  the  General  Endowment 
Fund  has  not  been  included  in  this  list  of  receipts. 

The  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial  Endowment  Fund  was 
generously  subscribed  to  by  311  friends,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  total  receipts  and  pledges  amounted  to  $12,984.65.  The 
Standing  Committee  decided  it  would  be  extremely  appropriate 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  Mr.  Fletcher  by  establishing  the 
Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial  Lecture,  using  the  income  from 
the  Fund  to  procure  current  pictorial  material,  colored  movies 
and  slides,  of  the  Trustees'  reservations  and  activities.  Aside  from 
the  travel  expense  of  the  lecturer,  there  will  be  no  lecture  fee 
charged.  Thanks  to  Mr.  Richard  Borden's  generous  gift  of  a 
16MM  Bell  &  Howell  movie  camera,  progress  has  already  been 
made  on  a  new  film.  A  Bell  &  Howell  movie  projector,  an  ad- 
ditional lens  for  the  movie  camera,  and  a  60"  screen  have  been 
purchased  from  the  principal  of  the  Fund. 

During  the  year,  we  enrolled  69  new  members,  including  13 
new  Life  Members,  and  5  new  Founders. 

Attendance  and  interest  at  our  reservations  were  well  main- 
tained, in  spite  of  the  rather  poor  weather  this  past  summer. 

As  a  result  of  action  started  during  1958,  a  deed  was  filed  on 
January  2,  1959,  on  our  first  reservation  at  Martha's  Vineyard. 
We  are  extremely  grateful  to  Mr.  Charles  S.  Bird  and  to  Mr. 
Oliver  D.  Filley  for  giving  us,  with  an  endowment  of  $2500,  a 
lovely  strip  of  unspoiled  beach  in  Chappaquiddick,  extending 
south  from  Cape  Poge  Light  for  approximately  two  miles,  plus, 
bordered  on  the  east  by  Muskeget  Sound,  and  on  the  west  by 
Cape  Poge  Bay.  This  beautiful  wild  area  of  low  sand  dunes, 
cedar  thickets,  tidal  flats  and  sandy  beach,  is  a  natural  area  for 
migratory  land,  shore  and  sea  birds.  The  reservation  is  to  be 
called  The  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Reservation,  and  will  be  open  to 
the  public  for  picnicking,  swimming  and  nature  study. 

During  the  year,  through  the  generosity  of  friends,  gifts  of 
additional  land  were  received  at  two  reservations.  At  Agassiz 
Rock  in  Manchester,  48  acres  were  added  to  protect  the  hilltop 
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and  to  extend  the  south  boundary.  This  new  area  will  add 
woodland  charm  to  a  lovely  unspoiled  region.  We  are  extremely 
grateful  to  our  generous  friend  for  this  addition.  Through 
the  efforts  of  Mr.  John  Kimball,  and  the  generosity  of  Mrs.  C. 
Carleton  Kimball  and  Mr.  Charles  L.  Ward,  the  Blunt  property, 
consisting  of  13.9  acres,  was  purchased  and  added  to  the  Charles 
W.  Ward  Reservation  in  North  Andover.  We  are  delighted  to 
have  this  additional  land  and  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  our 
generous  donors. 

The  late  Henry  L.  Pierce  of  Milton,  whose  father,  Charles  S. 
Pierce  served  as  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  left  to  the 
Trustees  without  maintenance  endowment  his  lovely  house  and 
land  at  224  Adams  Street  in  Milton  adjacent  to  our  Hutchinson's 
Field  Reservation.  At  the  time  of  formal  acceptance  of  this 
bequest  in  March,  1957,  Mr.  Arthur  T.  Lyman,  who  had  been 
appointed  successor  to  Mr.  Fletcher,  was  initiating  ideas  to  use 
this  property  for  the  office  headquarters  of  the  Trustees.  When 
Mr.  Lyman  was  recalled  to  state  service,  these  plans  were  de- 
ferred. We  are  pleased  to  report  that  plans  have  now  been 
worked  out  with  the  enthusiastic  support  of  your  new  Executive 
Secretary  to  use  the  Pierce  House  as  a  general  headquarters  for 
the  offices  and  activities  of  the  Trustees.  The  Standing  Com- 
mittee has  voted  to  accept  these  plans  and  to  activate  them  as 
soon  as  approved  by  the  Town  of  Milton  Board  of  Appeals.  We 
believe  that  this  lovely  house  with  its  beautiful  location  will  offer 
splendid  opportunities  to  further  the  work  of  the  Trustees  and 
we  hope  our  friends  will  visit  us  often  at  224  Adams  Street, 
Milton. 

During  the  year  we  visited  several  new  areas  in  the  Berkshire 
region,  the  central  part  of  the  state,  Essex  County,  and  Cape 
Cod  area  which  offer  excellent  reservation  potentialities,  and  we 
will  be  delighted  if  we  can  include  any  or  all  of  them  as  areas 
under  our  administration. 

During  the  year,  our  reservations  were  well-cared  for.  Fresh 
signs  and  new  picnic  tables  were  placed  where  needed.  Progress 
was  made  in  the  Berkshire  region  in  thinning  out  trees,  deadwood 
and  windfalls.  Improvements  were  made  at  the  Dinosaur  Tracks 
in  Holyoke.  Parking  and  access  to  the  reservation  from  Route  5 
has  been  a  problem  for  some  time  and  through  the  efforts  of  Mrs. 
Craven  of  the  Pioneer  Valley  Association,  with  the  co-operation 
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of  the  Mayor  ot  Holyoke,  a  suitable  new  access  road  on  city  land 
off  Route  5  has  provided  a  sate  entrance  to  the  reservation,  with 
a  turn-around  and  parking  area  for  about  five  cars.  The  City  of 
Holyoke  has  removed  brush  and  debris  in  the  area.  New  signs 
and  markers  have  been  placed. 

With  the  death,  on  December  15th,  of  Mr.  Arthur  N.  Bartlett, 
curator  of  the  Mission  House  in  Stockbridge,  we  have  lost  a  loyal 
servant  and  the  services  of  a  valuable  historian  and  curator.  For 
an  interim  period  the  local  committee  has  appointed  Bertha  Fox 
to  assume  Mr.  Bartlett's  position. 

On  June  10th,  Mr.  Loring  Conant  was  appointed  Executive 
Secretary.  Following  Mr.  Fletcher's  death  in  July,  he  was 
elected  Secretary  pro  tern. 

Miss  Amelia  Peabody  was  elected  vice  president  to  fill  the 
vacancy  left  by  Mr.  Fletcher,  and  Mr.  Roland  B.  Greeley  and 
Mr.  Henry  R.  Guild  were  elected  to  fill  the  two  vacancies  on  the 
Standing  Committee. 

During  the  year,  the  Standing  Committee  also  appointed  new 
members  on  the  local  committees  where  vacancies  occurred. 

The  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  extend  their  sincere 

thanks  to  their  many  friends  and  to  the  members  of  the  local 

committees  who  have  contributed  so  generously  to  the  work  of 

the  Trustees.    My  sincere  thanks  are  extended  to  the  officers 

and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  their  friendly 

guidance  and  assistance  during  my  delightful  initial  months  with

Inasmuch  as  the  Auditor's  report  had  not  been  prepared  in 
time  for  the  meeting,  upon  motion  duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  Auditor's  report  for  1958  be  carried  over  to 
the  January,  i960,  meeting  under  the  heading  of  unfinished 
business  and  that  the  Auditor's  Committee  be  authorized  to  cover 
the  years  1958  and  1959. 
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The  next  item  on  the  agenda  was  the  nomination  of  Members 
of  the  Corporation  made  by  the  Standing  Committee  and  read 
by  David  C.  Crockett,  chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee. 
Upon  motion  made  and  duly  seconded,  it  was  voted  that  the 
Secretary  cast  one  ballot  for  the  slate  as  printed  in  the  call  of 
the  meeting. 

Following  this  was  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee, 
which  was  read,  for  nominations  of  officers  and  members  of  the 
Standing  Committee.    They  were  as  follows:

There  being  no  further  nominations  from  the  floor,  upon  motion 
duly  made  and  seconded,  it  was 

VOTED:  that  the  report  of  the  Nominating  Committee  of  the 
nomination  of  officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
as  presented,  be  accepted  and  that  the  Secretary  cast  one  ballot 
for  those  nominated. 

President  Greeley  next  called  on  Col.  J.  Perry  Smith,  manager 
of  the  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.  Memorial  Reservation  in  Ipswich, 
and  Mario  Pederzini,  manager  of  the  Rocky  Woods  Reservation, 
who  gave  brief  resumes  of  the  activities  at  their  reservations 
during  the  past  year. 

Under  the  heading  of  new  business,  Mr.  Charles  W.  Eliot 
presented  resolutions  pertaining  to  the  Proposed  National  Parks 
and  Historic  Districts  which  were  as  follows: 

VOTED:  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  the  Trustees  of  Reser- 
vations, at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  held  on 
January  28, 1959,  welcome  the  interest  and  action  of  the  National 
Park  Service,  the  Boston  National  Historic  Sites  Commission, 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the  Governor  and  General 
Court  of  the  Commonwealth  in  the  work  of  preserving  beautiful 
and  historical  places  of  Massachusetts;  enthusiastically  endorse 
the  proposed  Cape  Cod  National  Park,  the  Minute  Man  National 
Historical  Park  and  the  establishment  of  Historic  Districts;  and 
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pledge  the  interest  and  support  of  the  Trustees  in  the  continuing 
effort  to  preserve  for  public  enjoyment  these  and  other  beautiful 
and  historical  places  within  the  Commonwealth. 

FURTHER,  BE  IT  RESOLVED  AND  VOTED  that  the 
Trustees  of  Reservations  at  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corpo- 
ration held  on  January  28,  1959,  urge  that  the  agencies  charged 
with  responsibility  over  the  public  open  spaces  of  towns,  cities, 
the  Metropolitan  District  and  the  Commonwealth,  and  an  aroused 
citizenry,  preserve  our  presently  inadequate  parks  and  open 
spaces  against  encroachments  by  buildings  and  against  diversion 
to  other  uses;  and  again  call  attention  to  the  need  for  immediate 
action  in  the  face  of  our  exploding  urban  areas  for  the  acquisition 
and  preservation  of  extensive  areas  for  the  recreation  and  enjoy- 
ment of  the  people — and  particularly  in  the  Bay  Circuit  in  the 
most  rapidly  growing  section  of  the  State — before  the  beauty 
and  quality  of  such  areas  are  destroyed  forever. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  adjourned. 

LUNCHEON  CONFERENCE 

At  1  :oo  P.M.,  following  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation, 
about  200  members  and  guests  assembled  for  luncheon  in  the  Oval 
Room  of  the  Sheraton-Plaza  Hotel  in  Boston,  on  January  28,  1959. 

President  Greeley,  after  presenting  the  guests  at  the  head  table, 
paid  tribute  to  the  late  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  for  his  dedicated 
service  to  the  Trustees  over  a  period  of  thirty  years  and  an- 
nounced that  the  receipts  from  the  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memo- 
rial Endowment  Fund  would  be  used  to  acquire  pictorial  material 
for  the  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  Memorial  Lecture.  Miss  Constance 
B.  Learned,  Mr.  Fletcher's  niece,  expressed  her  appreciation  and 
thanks  to  Mr.  Fletcher's  many  friends  for  their  generous  support 
of  the  Fletcher  Memorial  Fund  and  presented  the  Trustees, 
through  President  Greeley,  a  photograph  of  Mr.  Fletcher. 

President  Greeley  next  introduced  three  members  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  who  spoke  briefly  on  the  highlights  of  the  year 
1958.  Mr.  Laurence  M.  Channing  announced  that  the  Pierce 
House,  located  at  224  Adams  Street,  Milton,  left  to  the  Trustees 
as  a  bequest  of  the  late  Henry  L.  Pierce,  had  been  accepted  by 
the  Trustees  for  the  purpose  of  using  it  as  their  office  headquar- 
ters. Mr.  Charles  E.  Mason,  Jr.,  chairman  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, announced  the  acquisition  of  a  new  reservation,  Cape 
Poge  Wildlife  Reservation  on  the  island  of  Chappaquiddick, 
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Martha's  Vineyard,  the  generous  gift  of  Messrs.  Charles  S.  Bird 
and  Oliver  D.  Filley.  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele  outlined  in  interesting 
detailed  description  the  house  and  gardens  at  Naumkeag,  Stock- 
bridge,  the  estate  of  Miss  Mabel  Choate  which  was  left  to  the 
Trustees  with  a  substantial  endowment  as  a  bequest  in  Miss 
Choate's  will. 

The  Trustees'  Conservation  Award  for  1958  was  presented  to 
Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait  for  his  life-long  interest  in  Conservation 
and  for  his  generosity  and  activity  in  establishing  and  developing 
the  Rocky  Woods  Reservation  in  Medfield.  Inasmuch  as  Dr. 
Goldthwait  was  unable  to  attend  the  Luncheon,  the  actual  presen- 
tation by  President  Greeley,  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees,  was  de- 
picted by  a  colored  movie  film  with  accompanying  tape  recording 
taken  at  Dr.  Goldthwait's  fireside  in  Medfield. 

The  meeting  continued  with  Mr.  Loring  Conant,  Executive 
Secretary,  presenting  the  initial  showing  of  the  new  Laurence  B. 
Fletcher  Memorial  Endowment  Film  depicting  through  the  media 
of  colored  movies  about  seventeen  reservations  located  from  the 
coast  to  the  Berkshires. 

Mr.  Richard  Borden,  member  of  the  Standing  Committee  and 
President  of  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  Society,  showed  an  in- 
tensely captivating  colored  film  on  the  various  techniques  applied 
in  photographing  wildlife  in  various  sections  of  the  country  which 
provided  a  very  colorful  program.

IN  MEMORIAM 

1877-1958 

With  the  passing  of  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  on  July  1,  1958,  The  Trustees 
of  Reservations  has  lost  a  valued  friend  and  associate  whose  30  years  of 
inspired  service  were  dedicated  to  assuring  for  us,  as  well  as  generations 
to  come,  the  enjoyment  of  the  priceless  asset  of  places  of  natural  beauty 
and  historic  interest  as  part  of  our  proud  heritage. 

A  naturalist  of  high  ability  known  throughout  the  East,  Mr.  Fletcher 
served  for  a  number  of  years  as  Honorary  Vice  President  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Audubon  Society.  With  his  characteristic  enthusiasm  and  ener- 
gy, he  organized  the  Federation  of  New  England  Bird  Clubs,  the  New 
England  Bird  Banding  Association  and  the  High  Point  Quail  Club  of 
North  Carolina.  For  his  dedicated  service  to  the  cause  of  Conservation, 
Laurence  Fletcher  was  given  in  1946  the  much-coveted  Trustees' 
Conservation  Award. 

Through  his  diversified  interests,  he  also  served  as  officer  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Fish  and  Game  Association,  the  Children's  Museum,  the  Boston 
Society  of  Natural  History,  the  Society  for  Preservation  of  New  England 
Antiquities,  the  Adult  Education  Center  in  Boston  and  the  First  Iron- 
works Association  of  Saugus.  Mr.  Fletcher  was  also  a  member  of  the  St. 
Botolph  Club,  the  University  Club,  Harvard  Musical  Society,  Colonial 
and  Bostonian  Societies,  and  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  Club. 

Without  his  untiring  enterprise,  Massachusetts  would  have  been 
poorer  in  parks  and  open  spaces;  and  his  leadership  and  influence  will  in- 
deed be  greatly  missed  in  the  field  of  Conservation.  As  Executive  Direc- 
tor and  officer  of  The  Trustees,  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  blazed  a  path  of 
glory  in  the  annals  of  The  Trustees  which  will  long  serve  as  an  impetus 
to  those  who  follow. 

Following  his  death,  the  first  action  to  be  spread  on  the  minutes  of 
the  Standing  Committee  on  July  8,  1958,  was  a  resolution,  prepared  by 
President  Greeley,  expressing  appreciation  of  the  great  work  done  by  Mr. 
Fletcher,  recorded  as  follows: 

"The  loss  of  Laurence  B.  Fletcher  on  July  1,  1958,  was  recognized 
as  immeasurable.  He  had  for  over  a  quarter  of  a  century  personified 
The  Trustees,  whose  work  became  for  him  the  engrossing  interest  of  his 
life.  He  came  to  it  qualified  by  a  long  and  lively  interest  in  the  world 
of  nature  and  focused  his  activities  around  it.  Added  to  his  qualities 
as  our  Executive  Director  was  a  rare  gift  of  friendliness.  His  genuine 
warmth  and  cordiality  were  irresistible  and  won  the  interest  and  sup- 
port of  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 

"Mr.  Fletcher  delighted  to  play  host  to  friends  at  his  home  on 
Lily  Pond  in  Cohasset.  It  was  a  home  of  rare  charm,  set  amid  quiet 
and  ingratiating  surroundings  and  we  who  worked  with  him  were  fortu- 
nate indeed  and  will  long  cherish  in  our  moments  of  meditation 
memories  of  his  enthusiasms  and  his  loyalties. 

"It  was  only  a  few  days  ago  that  he  said  with  a  cheerful  smile,  Tf  I 
am  getting  better,  fine,  but  if  this  is  the  time  when  the  bell  rings, 
I'm  ready.'  "

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GENERAL  POLICIES 

To  welcome  the  public  on  the  Reservations,  which  are  set  aside  for 
the  enjoyment  of  natural  beauty  and  the  edification  provided  by 
historic  places;  they  are  not  preserved  as  amusement  parks. 
To  preserve  the  Trustees'  lands  in  pristine  condition. 
To  cherish  handsome  trees,  native  wildflowers,  and  shrubs. 
To  protect  birds  and  wildlife. 

To  keep  vistas  open  and  excess  scrub  growth  cut  down. 

To  keep  to  a  minimum  all  roads,  paths,  parking  areas,  picnic 

grounds,  service  buildings,  etc.,  and  where  they  are  required  to 

have  them  simple  and  inconspicuous. 

To  preserve  historical  landmarks. 

RESERVATIONS  COMMITTEE 
The  functions  of  the  Committee  are: 

1.  To  draft  and  recommend  to  the  Standing  Committee  a 
concise  statement  for  each  Reservation,  setting  forth  the 
Trustees'  general  objectives  and  standards  of  maintenance 
established  for  that  Reservation. 

2.  To  advise  the  Standing  Committee  from  time  to  time  as  to 
the  degree  of  success  with  which  the  Local  Committees  of 
Management  are  meeting  the  general  objectives  and 
standards  of  maintenance  established  for  each  Reservation. 

3.  To  recommend  to  the  Standing  Committee  appropriate 
action  with  regard  to  properties  offered  to  the  Trustees  for 
acceptance. 

LOCAL  COMMITTEES  OF  MANAGEMENT 
Preamble 

All  property  of  all  Reservations,  together  with  all  their  assets  and 
liabilities,  belong  to  and  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Trustees  of 
Reservations. 

The  Standing  Committee  determines  policies,  disbursements  of 
monies  and  the  terms  of  use  of  the  Reservations  by  the  public. 
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Each  Reservation  is  managed  by  a  local  committee  approved  by 
and  responsible  to  the  Standing  Committee  and  consisting  of 
individuals  who  have  concern  for  the  Reservation  and  will  help 
administer  and  oversee  it  as  circumstances  require,  and  one  or 
more  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  and  of  the  Corporation 
if  practicable. 

Duties 

1.  To  arrange  for  the  visiting  public. 

2.  To  receive  income  from  fees  payable  for  service  rendered 
visitors;  to  help  the  Standing  Committee  find  funds  for 
normal  and  extraordinary  expenses  of  the  Reservation: 
and  to  report  on  the  same. 

3.  To  hire,  pay,  and  superintend  such  labor  and  buy  such  ma- 
terials as  may  be  required  for  construction  and  maintenance 
of  the  Reservation,  and  to  account  for  the  same. 

4.  To  protect  the  Reservation  from  injury  and  mistreatment. 

5.  To  report  annually  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  matters 
of  current  interest. 

6.  To  make  recommendations  to  the  Standing  Committee  for 
such  changes  and  improvements,  construction,  and  emer- 
gency work  as  may  be  needed  or  desirable.  This  would 
include  all  undertakings  which  affect  the  permanent  charac- 
ter of  the  area,  such  as  increase  of  land  holdings;  tree  felling; 
building  of  roads,  major  trails,  and  firebreaks;  designs  for 
planting,  shelters,  service  buildings,  memorials,  etc.,  and 
alterations  of  existing  buildings. 

7.  Draw  up  local  rules  and  regulations  for  the  approval  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  and  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Trustees. 

Study  and  appreciation  of  the  Reservation  are  to  be  encouraged. 
Where  feasible,  descriptions  of  land,  local  history,  geology, 
botany,  ecology,  bird  lore,  and  wildlife  should  be  collected  and 
published  for  the  use  of  visitors. 

Where  conditions  permit,  a  small  area  should  be  set  aside  in  the 
Reservation  where  typical  kinds  of  rocks,  plants,  trees,  etc.,  can 
be  labeled  for  the  information  of  visitors.

Gift  of  a  generous  friend  with  an  endowment  of  $5,000 — 28.8 
acres  in  1957  and  the  balance  of  46.8  acres  in  1958,  adjoining  tracts 
of  2.82  acres  on  the  highway  held  by  the  Town  of  Manchester. 

The  Reservation  is  located  on  the  east  side  of  School  Street 
(old  Essex  Road)  just  north  of  Route  128  exit  No.  5. 

The  feature  of  the  Reservation  are  two  huge  glacial  boulders  — 
"Agassiz  Rock"  balanced  on  one  edge  and  on  a  smaller  similarly 
balanced  rock  on  top  of  Beaverdam  Hill  and  "Big  Agassiz"  in  a 
wooded  swamp  hollow  close  to  the  Manchester-Essex  Town  Line 
north  of  the  hill — both  said  to  have  been  discovered  by  Professor 
Louis  Agassiz.  The  open  ledges  on  the  hilltops  and  the  gravel 
pit  near  the  highway  provide  added  geologic  interest  to  what  is 
basically  a  "geologic"  reservation.  Other  features  of  the  area 
are  the  variety  of  ground  cover  under  the  hemlock,  beech  and 
maple  woods,  ledges  with  all  kinds  of  mosses,  lichen,  bearberry, 
ground  pine,  blueberry  and  huckleberry,  etc.  in  profusion;  and 
the  fine  view  of  Manchester  Harbor  from  the  hilltop,  south  of 
Agassiz  Rock  over  Beaverdam  Swamp,  added  to  the  reservation 
in  1959. 

A  sixteen-page  descriptive  booklet  by  Professor  Hervey  W. 
Shimer  on  the  reservation  was  issued  by  the  Trustees  during  195S. 

Agassiz  Rock  Reservation  was  visited  by  members  of  the  Boy 
Scouts  of  America,  Girl  Scouts  of  America,  Manchester  families 
and  the  general  public  during  1958.  The  entrance  has  been 
marked  by  a  sign  placed  at  the  highway  near  the  Essex-Man- 
chester line  just  off  Exit  5,  Route  128,  School  Street,  Manchester, 
and  trails  to  both  Little  and  Big  Agassiz  have  been  cut  out  and 
marked  well,  rendering  the  walk  a  pleasant  one  even  for  tour- 
year-olds. 

In  order  to  protect  the  superlative  view  from  the  Rock,  the 
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original  donor  has  given  an  additional  47  acres  of  land  to  the 
Trustees,  with  a  trail  over  the  new  land  planned  for  t 959. 

The  local  committee  suggests  that  after  the  new  trail  is  cut 
this  new  feature  be  mentioned  in  the  newspapers  of  surrounding 
towns  so  that  it  may  be  enjoyed  by  an  increasing  number  of 
people  in  the  future.

Purchased  in  1946  through  subscription  and  donations  of 
interested  friends.  Various  campaigns  to  raise  an  endowment 
fund  have  produced  $10,061.00  to  date. 

The  Cobble,  bordering  on  the  Housatonic  River,  is  a  unique 
natural  wild  rock  garden  featuring  unusual  plant  life  related  to 
the  limestone  ledges  and  the  surrounding  open  fields.  Over  six 
hundred  different  species  of  plants  have  been  identified  during 
the  past  ten  years  and  a  pamphlet  describing  the  geological  and 
botanical  features  of  the  Cobble  with  six  full  page  photographs  of 
interesting  plants  was  published  in  1958. 

The  reservation  is  located  at  Ashley  Falls  about  two  miles 
south  of  Sheffield  off  Route  7  in  a  westerly  direction  as  indicated 
by  signs. 

The  Cobble  suffered  no  damage  from  weather  in  1958  because 
for  the  first  time  in  five  years  rainfall  was  sufficient  and  even. 
Beginning  with  columbine  and  sassafras  in  spring,  flowers 
bloomed  in  their  seasonal  succession  with  none  in  predominence. 
Mr.  Bailey  reports  that  among  rare  plants  there  are  twelve  species 
that  were  not  in  the  Cobble  when  the  list  was  last  published. 

In  mid-summer,  a  marker  for  a  trail  memorial  to  Walter 
Prichard  Eaton  was  established.  In  an  attempt  to  eliminate  fire 
hazard,  fireplaces  were  demolished;  and  a  work  detail  from  Rocky 
Woods  Reservation  thinned  out  some  of  the  crowded  trees 
re-opening  familiar  vistas,  relative  to  a  program  not  only  of

thinning  out  but  of  protecting  trails  and  plants.  On  behalf  of  the 
Trustees,  Mr.  Bough  ton  Cobb  and  Mr.  John  Storer  carried 
through  an  extensive  survey. 

Attendance  shows  that  nearly  half  of  the  somewhat  more  than 
2000  visitors  to  the  Cobble  in  1958  were  from  Massachusetts  with 
others  from  27  states  and  territories  and  six  from  foreign  coun- 
tries. Approximately  800  of  these  visitors  were  children  with 
adults  from  schools  and  camps. 

As  in  past  years  Mr.  Waldo  Bailey,  the  warden,  has  been 
faithful  in  more  than  a  few  things;  giving  long  days  throughout 
the  summer,  and  making  frequent  visits  before  and  after  the 
season.

The  Bryant  Homestead  was  acquired  in  1929  by  bequest  of 
Minna  Godwin  Goddard,  granddaughter  of  William  Cullen 
Bryant,  with  a  legacy  of  $10,000.  A  second  $10,000  bequest  by 
Julia  Sands  Bryant,  daughter  of  the  poet,  was  added  to  the 
endowment  in  1930. 

Conrad  G.  Goddard,  residuary  legatee  of  Mrs.  Goddard,  con- 
veyed to  the  Trustees  the  Bryant  memorabilia  contained  in  the 
Llomestead.  In  accordance  with  an  agreement,  the  Homestead 
is  occupied  by  the  family  of  the  donors  who  are  responsible  for  the 
maintenance  and  for  holding  it  open  to  the  public  on  Monday, 
Wednesday  and  Friday  afternoons  from  June  15th  to  September 
15th. 

The  reservation  is  on  Route  112,  a  new  road  about  two  miles 
west  of  Cummington  leading  from  Route  9  at  the  sign. 
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Visitors  to  the  Homestead  numbered  233,  a  few  less  than  last 
year.  A  sign  was  placed  on  the  main  highway  next  to  the  Bryant 
Homestead  sign  giving  the  hours  the  house  is  open.  On  several 
occasions  Mr.  Goddard,  chairman  of  the  local  committee, 
escorted  visitors  through  the  Homestead  and  found  they  were 
very  appreciative. 

Shingling  on  the  roof  was  completed  and  part  of  the  barn 
floor  had  to  be  replaced.  A  dam  in  the  excavation  back  of  the 
house  was  built  so  rain  water  could  be  led  into  it,  giving  storage 
for  50,000  gallons  as  fire  protection.  Several  other  features 
were  acquired  including  the  lawn  area  which  has  been  increased 
substantially,  and  a  flower  and  rose  garden  installed  in  front  of 
the  house.  Since  the  main  Berkshire  trail  is  in  part  being  rebuilt 
and  the  West  Cummington  road  also  being  rebuilt  this  should 
increase  the  number  of  visitors  in  the  future. 

CANAUMET:  LOWELL  HOLLY  RESERVATION 
MASHPEE  AND  SANDWICH

Lowell  Holly  Reservation  was  given  to  the  Trustees  in  1942  by 
bequest  of  Mr.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell  with  an  endowment  of 
$10,000. 

The  reservation  is  a  peninsular  bordered  by  Wakeby  Pond  and 
Mashpee  Pond  featuring  a  large  holly  grove,  splendid  beech 
trees,  and  plantings  of  laurel  and  rhododendron.  The  area  can 
be  reached  by  taking  Route  130  to  Mashpee  Center  and  the  first 
left  just  south  of  the  village,  watching  for  the  reservation  sign 
at  the  entrance  of  a  dirt  road  on  left. 

Boating  in  summer  and  ice  fishing  in  winter  are  continuing 
to  attract  an  ever-increasing  number  to  the  Woods,  making  the 
problem  of  road  and  parking  area  upkeep  more  serious  and 
expensive.  Repairs  costing  $300  on  the  road  were  the  result  of 
many  cars  being  stuck  in  the  mud  this  past  spring.  A  sign  is 
being  placed  indicating  that  trailers  and  cars  hauling  boats  be 
directed  to  the  town  landing  on  the  south  end  of  Mashpee  Pond, 
where  boat  landing  is  easier,  thus  keeping  open  more  parking 
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space  for  picnickers.  A  warden  was  employed  for  week-ends 
during  the  summer  who  kept  the  place  in  good  condition.  It  is 
recommended  by  the  chairman  of  the  local  committee  that  a 
full-time  warden  be  employed  who  would  keep  the  brush  cut, 
the  beaches  and  grounds  clean  and  do  other  necessary  work, 
feeling  that  the  cost  involved  would  be  worth  the  amount  of 
service.  A  parking  tee  might  enable  this  expenditure.  Due  to 
late  frost  in  June  there  was  another  year  of  very  light  holly 
berries.  Some  of  the  largest  beeches  needed  feeding  and  pruning. 
A  fair  bloom  of  rhododendrons  appeared  and  the  clethra  bloom 
was  almost  the  best  had,  the  fragrance  of  which  made  the  woods 
well  worth  a  visit  in  late  July  and  August.  The  trees  on  the 
border  of  Wakeby  Pond  were  their  best  around  the  middle  of 
September,  and  the  woods  were  being  used  by  nearby  Garden 
Clubs  and  other  organizations  for  picnics  and  outings.  Little 
use  of  the  trails  for  walking  was  made,  largely  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  are  little  known.  These  attractions  at  the  Holly  should  be 
better  publicized.  Eight  signs  and  two  tables  were  lost  last 
season  by  vandalism  with  two  new  ones  being  set  up.  This 
spring  a  drain  connecting  Wakeby  Pond  and  the  Red  Maple 
Swamp  will  be  put  in,  allowing  the  small  fish  to  get  up  into  the 
swamp  to  eat  the  mosquito  larvae.  The  appointment  of  Mr. 
Donald  Durell,  chairman  of  the  Park  Board  of  Falmouth,  was  a 
very  welcome  addition  to  the  local  committee  which  has  had 
splendid  cooperation  with  both  the  Mashpee  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  and  for  which  they  are  very  grateful.

Seventeen  and  one-half  acres  on  the  east  bank  were  purchased 
in  1929  to  save  them  from  lumbering,  by  an  advance  from  the 
general  fund  reimbursed  by  subscriptions.  Under  an  agreement 
negotiated  in  1947  and  consummated  in  1949  five  and  one-half 
acres  on  the  west  bank  were  added  to  the  reservation,  subject  to 
a  life  tenancy  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Thayer  who  operated 
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picnic  facilities  and  a  parking  space  around  their  house  until 
Mr.  Thayer's  death  in  1953.  Mrs.  Stanley  King  and  Sidney  L. 
Beals  made  generous  contributions  for  this  purchase.  In  1950, 
inspired  by  the  active  interest  of  Mrs.  Clarence  R.  Swenson,  the 
Pioneer  Valley  Association  gave  thirty  more  acres  to  the  Trustees 
on  the  east  bank,  and  in  1955,  the  Quinnehtuk  Company  gave  five 
more  acres  on  the  east  bank  completing  the  Trustees'  holdings 
in  the  Gorge  proper. 

Chesterfield  Gorge  on  River  Road  is  one  mile  south  of  Route 
143  at  West  Chesterfield  Bridge  and  Route  143  is  the  road  branch- 
ing from  the  Berkshire  Trail  (Route  9)  at  Williamsburg  leading 
to  Worthington. 

This  violent  scenery  is  most  unusual  in  Massachusetts — where 
the  West  Branch  of  the  Westfield  River  passes  through  narrow 
rock  walls  luxuriously  crowned  with  hemlock.  The  stone  bridge- 
pier  at  the  northern  edge  of  the  reservation  represents  a  link  in 
the  historic  Boston-Albany  Post  Road. 
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The  year  1958  at  the  Gorge  proved  to  be  a  pleasant  but  un- 
eventful one.  Four  new  fireplaces  and  a  new  picnic  table  were 
added  for  public  enjoyment  and  some  small  evergreens  were 
planted  for  screening.  Fences  were  repaired  and  trees  trimmed, 
as  usual,  with  gate  receipts  totaling  970  visitors,  a  considerable 
increase.

The  gift  includes  68  acres  of  land;  18 
acres  in  1954  and  50  acres  in  1955. 

The  studio  can  be  reached  by  going  west  from  Stockbridge  on 
Route  102,  south  on  Route  183,  turning  right  on  Williamsburg 
Road  to  the  studio. 

In  the  report  for  the  year  1958,  the  following  was  submitted 
by  Mr.  Robert  K.  Wheeler,  chairman  for  the  local  committee. 

"The  season  for  the  Chesterwood  Studio  closed  on  Columbus 
Day  after  being  open  for  three  and  one-half  months.  Attendance 
was  slightly  less  than  the  previous  year  though  money  taken  in 
was  somewhat  more  due  to  books  and  postcards  sold. 

"Mr.  Norman  Simpson,  publicity  agent,  arranged  for  three 
Tuesday  afternoons  in  August  when  Mr.  Peter  Abate,  the  sculptor, 
modeled  a  head  in  clay  of  Ted  Shawn,  the  dancer.  One  of  these 
sculpture  demonstrations  brought  a  crowd  of  150  people,  which 
was  just  about  all  we  could  handle,  blessed  each  time  with  perfect 
weather. 

"An  experiment  this  year  was  Stockbridge  Day  when  the  Studio 
was  opened,  free  of  charge,  to  Stockbridge  residents.  On  a  perfect 
Sunday  afternoon  in  September,  175  people  came  including  nearly 
50  children.    Light  refreshments  were  served  by  Mrs.  Cresson 
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and  three  young  women  of  the  Women's  Auxiliary,  Glendale  Fire 
Department. 

"In  early  summer  we  had  a  man  come  up  from  New  Jersey  to 
take  pictures  of  the  studio  and  garden  from  which  kodachrome 
slides  were  made.    These  sold  very  well. 

"At  the  annual  meeting  which  took  place  in  October  it  was 
announced  that  two  of  the  local  garden  clubs  will  put  on  exhi- 
bitions of  flower  arrangements  in  the  studio  next  summer. 

"Also,  a  membership  drive  is  being  planned  and  will  be  called 
'Friends  of  the  Chesterwood  Studio.' 

"The  fact  that  our  attendance,  about  2500  people,  kept  up  so 
well  through  a  rather  cold  and  rainy  summer  was  very  encourag- 
ing, and  we  are  hoping  to  have  an  even  better  season  in  1959."

One  thousand  acres  of  beach  and  dunes  were  given  in  1945  in 
memory  of  Mr.  Richard  T.  Crane,  Jr.  by  Mrs.  Crane,  Cornelius 
Crane  and  the  Crane  family.  In  1949  additions  were  made  to  the 
reservation  through  bequest  of  three  hundred  acres,  comprising 
the  major  portion  of  Castle  Hill,  Middle  Hill  and  Steep  Hill  with 
beach,  dunes  and  marsh  lands,  and  by  gift  fifty  acres  of  beach  and 
dune  land  adjoining  Castle  Neck  Beach.  In  1952  Florence  Crane 
Belosselsky  exercised  her  option  on  55  acres  and  in  1953,  16  acres 
were  taken  by  the  Town  of  Ipswich.  By  gift  of  a  generous  member 
of  the  Trustees,  Patterson's  Island,  22.75  acres,  were  added 
in  1957. 

The  reservation,  located  on  Argilla  Road  about  six  miles  from 
Route  iA  at  Ipswich  South  Green,  offers  a  magnificent  panorama 
of  sea,  dunes  and  marsh  land  from  Castle  Hill,  the  site  of  the 
Crane  mansion  with  its  beautiful  gardens.  Miles  of  beach  offer 
recreational  attractions.

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  RESERVATIONS 


The  Richard  T.  Crane  Memorial  Reservation  closed  its  season 
for  1958  rather  sadly  due  to  the  weather  which  impaired  the  visi- 
tation of  many  people  that  enjoy  its  beautiful  beach,  the  surround- 
ing countryside  and  the  excellent  times  which  visitors  claimed 
they  received  at  Cranes  Beach.  In  spite  of  the  weather,  however, 
because  of  increased  rates  they  were  able  to  show  a  fairly  good  in- 
come for  the  year.  It  was  with  considerable  regret  that  Castle 
Hill  Beach  was  closed  to  the  public  for  bathing,  the  reason  being 
that  the  crowd  which  took  advantage  of  the  surrounding  area 
was  too  great  for  the  parking  facilities  Castle  Hill  had  to  offer. 
A  committee  now  making  a  careful  study  of  this  division  hopes 
the  public  will  once  more  enjoy  the  shaded  groves  for  their  picnics 
where  they  may  be  able  to  bathe  in  comfort  and  a  certain  amount 
of  privacy. 

Optimistically,  from  information  by  the  long-term  forecasters, 
the  1959  season  promises  to  be  sunny,  warm  and  delightful.  The 
management  at  Cranes  Beach  hope  he  is  right  so  that  they  will 
again  offer  their  patrons  the  enjoyment  of  the  salt  water  and 
incomparable  white  sand.

Purchased  in  1935  to  preserve  a  prehistoric  trace  of  clearly  de- 
fined footprints  made  by  dinosaurs  some  150  million  years  ago, 
this  area  lies  on  the  west  bank  of  the  Connecticut  River  off  Route 
5  between  Holyoke  and  Northampton. 

Through  the  interest  and  efforts  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Craven  of  the 
Pioneer  Valley  Association,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Mayor 
of  Holyoke,  the  Holyoke  Public  Works  Department  cleared  the 
area  of  brush  and  debris.  An  improved  access  to  the  reservation 
has  been  constructed  by  the  Public  Works  Department  on  city 
land  with  a  turn-around  at  the  end  providing  parking  area  for 
about  five  cars.  New  repairs  have  been  placed  at  strategic 
locations.

Acquired  in  1941  by  gift  from  Frederick  W.  Elliott  in  memory 
of  his  mother  together  with  an  endowment  of  $2000  given  by  Miss 
Olive  Simes,  this  hillside  reservation,  featuring  areas  of  glorious 
mountain  laurel,  is  located  on  the  Petersham-Templeton  Road, 
just  west  of  the  south  end  of  Queen  Lake. 

There  was  an  unusually  good  showing  of  laurel  blossoms  in  June 
and  the  laurel  bushes  which  have  been  released  from  overtopping 
trees  and  brush  have  shown  encouraging  new  growth.  More  clear- 
ing of  this  sort  is  indicated  in  selected  areas,  and  the  stumps  of 
past  cuttings  are  to  be  treated  with  weed-killing  compounds  to 
eliminate  stump  sprouts.

In  1934,  12  acres  were  secured  through  generous  gifts  from  Dr. 
John  C.  Phillips  and  interested  residents  of  Rockport.  The  Trus- 
tees purchased  an  additional  28  acres  in  1936.  In  1940,  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Stube  made  a  gift  of  5  acres,  and  in  1944  Dr.  Charles 
F.  Stube  made  a  gift  of  another  5  acres.  In  1954  the  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  gave  the  Trustees  authority  to  release  32^  acres 
that  were  not  essential  to  the  reservation  property.  This  reserva- 
tion lies  at  the  most  northerly  tip  of  Cape  Ann,  between  Folly 
Cove  and  Andrew's  Point. 

Each  year  finds  a  greater  number  of  visitors  at  Halibut  Point 
Reservation.  In  1958  946  cars  parked  here  compared  with  776 
the  previous  season,  with  at  least  1000  more  cars  that  came  and 
did  not  use  the  official  parking  area. 

Besides  general  upkeep,  essential  repairs  were  made  and  the 
brush  along  the  main  path  was  trimmed. 
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With  its  unusual  view  of  the  Atlantic  ocean,  surfs,  beautiful 
sunsets  and  invigorating  off-shore  breezes  affording  a  natural 
setting  for  picnicking  and  fishing,  this  truly  wonderful  spot  is 
being  discovered  by  more  and  more  people  each  year.

Twenty  acres  in  1944  from  Erancis  C.  Holmes  and  his  sister, 
Miss  Helen  M.  Holmes,  were  given  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000 
to  preserve  a  field  that  was  a  mustering  ground  in  pre-revolution- 
ary  days,  and  to  keep  open  a  famous  view  of  historic  Plymouth 
Harbor.  In  1955  an  additional  acre  was  given  by  the  Plymouth 
Cordage  Co.  This  reservation  is  located  on  Court  Street  in 
Plymouth. 

This  past  year,  the  Holmes  Reservation  has  seen  little  change, 
but  the  field's  brush  and  trees  have  been  kept  from  obscuring  the 
view.  Some  work  was  done  on  the  section  presented  by  Plymouth 
Cordage  Company.  Additional  help  to  keep  the  shore  and  field 
free  from  debris  and  glass  is  planned  and  also  posts  at  the  entrance 
permitting  easy  access  on  foot  and  eliminating  vehicular  traffic.

an  open  field  view  of  the  Neponset  marshes  toward  Boston  and 
the  harbor  islands  and  is  adjacent  to  the  Pierce  House,  which 
since  March,  1959,  has  been  the  new  headquarters  for  the  Trustees.

The  Medfield  Rhododendron  Reservation  is  primarily  an  his- 
torical and  botanical  phenomenon,  the  most  eastern  and  —  except 
for  Fitzwilliam,  New  Hampshire  —  the  most  northern  outpost  of 
native  distribution  of  Rhododendron  maximum. 

The  place  is  inconspicuously  hidden  in  a  wooded  swamp  which 
is  part  of  the  lowland  through  which  the  Charles  River  flows  in 
this  region.  As  landscape  it  is  pleasant  but  not  notable.  The 
reason  for  its  existence  is  to  preserve  a  primeval  thicket  of  one  of 
our  most  admired  native  plants.  All  other  use  of  the  land  should 
be  subordinated  to  this. 

The  reservation  is  located  about  one  mile  south  of  Medfield  on 
the  southwest  side  of  Route  27  opposite  Kingsbury's  Pond. 

Professional  service  donated  by  Taylor  &  Cox  cleared  the  wood- 
road  entering  the  reservation,  and  walks  around  the  beds  were 
repaired  as  well  as  winter  damage  to  trees  and  plants.

The  generous  gift,  in  1948,  of  Miss  Mabel  Choate  with  endow- 
ment fund  for  maintenance  of  building  and  grounds,  the  Mission 
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I  louse  located  on  Main  Street,  Stockbridge,  is  an  early  1 8th  Cen- 
tury house  restored  and  refurnished  with  an  excellent  collection 
of  early  Americana  of  the  period  when  occupied  by  Rev.  John. 
Sergeant,  missionary  to  the  Stockbridge  Indians  from  1 735-1 749 
The  month  of  December,  195S,  was  the  end  of  an  era  for  the 
Mission  House.  On  the  eleventh  day  Miss  Mabel  Choate  passed 
away  and  four  days  later,  on  the  fifteenth,  Arthur  Bartlett  died. 
Miss  Choate  had  the  vision  of  how  this  historic  house  should  be 
preserved  for  all  time,  the  courage  to  undertake  the  immense 
amount  of  study,  planning  and  carrying  out  of  each  detail,  and 
the  patience  to  take  many  years  of  her  life  to  realize  her  desires. 
Mr.  Bartlett  was  the  perfect  artisan  to  supplement  her.  He  con- 
trolled the  removal  of  the  house  from  the  Hill,  the  erection  of  its 
new  location  on  the  Plain,  and  the  yearly  maintenance  of  the 
several  buildings  as  well  as  the  lovely  gardens.  They  were  the 
Mission  House.  Those  on  the  local  committee  earnestly  hope  to 
carry  on  as  they  would  have  them.

The  gift  of  the  late  Miss  Helen  C.  Butler  of  New  York  in  1899 
was  in  fulfillment  of  the  wish  of  the  late  Rosalie  Butler  that  it 
might  be  preserved  forever  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public.  Miss 
Butler's  original  gift  was  accompanied  by  $2000  for  care  of  the 
reservation  and  increased  by  an  additional  gift  from  her  of  $5000 
in  1906. 

The  reservation  lies  on  Route  No.  7  on  the  Stockbridge-Great 
Barrington  town  line.  Paths  from  the  picnic  grove  on  Route  No.  7 
lead  to  the  top  near  which  the  memorial  rock  has  been  inscribed. 
Views  from  the  top  are  very  extensive  and  the  mountain  itself 
is  a  scenic  feature  of  the  region. 

An  estimated  4000  individuals  used  the  parking  area  and  picnic 
grounds  this  past  year,  with  an  additional  number  using  the  trails. 
Seven  fireplaces  and  six  tables  were  repaired  and  in  October 
surplus  trees  in  the  picnic  area  were  removed.

In  1897,  fifty  acres  were  given  by  William,  Charles  S.,  Robert  S. 
and  Laurence  Minot  in  memory  of  their  brother,  Henry  Davis 
Minot,  with  a  fund  of  $1000  subscribed  by  the  family  and  friends. 
Three  small  parcels  to  the  north  of  the  original  piece,  approxi- 
mately twenty-five  acres,  were  added  in  1927,  gifts  from  David  O. 
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Mears  and  the  heirs  of  Edward  Bray.  In  1929  Mrs.  Ruth  A. 
Oakes,  daughter  of  Sidney  F.  Haskell,  gave  approximately  16 
acres,  hounded  on  the  north  by  Mount  Ann  Park,  and  on  the  south 
by  Dikes  Meadow  Pond.  A  contribution  of  $1000  by  George 
Wigglesworth  was  given  to  pay  for  the  timber  rights  in  the  new 
area.  The  Commonwealth  took  seven  acres  in  1952  for  the  con- 
struction ot  the  new  Route  128  highway  and  provided  a  much- 
appreciated  parking  area  for  the  Park. 

During  the  period  of  1 952-1 954,  $19,831.00  was  added  to  the 
Henry  Davis  Minot  Memorial  Fund  by  members  of  the  family  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  an  endowment  for  the  reservation. 

Mount  Ann  Park  lies  on  Route  128  between  Manchester  and 
Gloucester,  just  west  of  Exit  4,  and  is  the  highest  point  (225  feet) 
on  Cape  Ann,  commanding  a  sweeping  ocean  view  from  Mount 
Agamenticus  near  York,  Maine,  across  the  tip  of  Cape  Ann  and 
Massachusetts  Bay  to  the  Blue  Hills  on  the  south.  Inland  the 
view  extends  over  forest  and  low  hills  to  Mount  Wachusett  and 
on  a  clear  day  to  Mt.  Monadnock.  The  reservation  includes  the 
summit  and  glen  with  very  fine  hemlocks  and  large  boulders,  on 
one  of  which  a  memorial  tablet  has  been  placed. 

Well  over  5,432  visitors  were  recorded  in  the  register  during 
the  past  season,  with  a  goodly  number  during  the  period  when 
the  reservation  was  not  attended.  A  platform  to  be  put  on  the 
summit  for  greater  view  is  contemplated  in  the  future  and  the 
reservation  itself  is  being  kept  in  good  condition  with  another 
good  season  expected.  The  name  of  Mrs.  Cornelius  Crane  on 
the  local  committee  was  a  welcome  addition.

The  original  tract  of  twenty-five  acres,  known  as  "Hale's  Old 
Town  Hill  Public  Park,"  was  safeguarded  in  1929  through  the 
generosity  of  Mrs.  George  A.  Bushee  in  continuance  of  the  efforts 
of  Stephen  P.  Hale  to  keep  the  area  unbuilt  upon  and  open  to  the 
public.  In  1952,  Mr.  Bushee  added  90  odd  adjoining  acres  to  the 
original  tract  on  the  hill  and  47.9  acres  in  the  so-called  amphi- 
theatre and  salt  marsh  on  the  south  side  of  Hill  Street  and  gave 
the  combined  area  to  the  Trustees  with  an  endowment  of  $5000. 

Old  Town  Hill  is  located  in  Newbury  north  of  Parker  River  and 
west  of  Route  1 A  on  Hill  Street.  The  Hill  is  a  bare  drumlin  com- 
manding a  panoramic  view  of  Plum  Island  Sound  and  the  open 
ocean.  A  lone  elm,  the  "Temperance  Tree"  on  the  top  of  the  Hill 
has  been  a  landmark  for  navigators  for  many  generations.

Twenty-eight  acres  were  acquired  in  1956  by  gift  from  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Judson  S.  Battelle  in  memory  of  Mr.  Battelle's  father. 
Friends  in  Dover  raised  an  endowment  of  $9000,  and  in  1957  Mrs. 
Dorothea  D.  Hovey  gave  3.37  more  acres  adjoining  the  Dover  line. 

The  reservation,  a  rounded  drumlin  hilltop  landmark  in  the 
Natick-Dover  area,  is  approached  from  South  Natick  Square  on 
Route  No.  1 16  by  going  south  on  Pleasant  Street  to  Pegan  Street 
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on  right  off  Pleasant  Street.  Pegan  Hill  is  associated  with  the 
Indian  settlement  sponsored  by  John  Kliot  in  his  missionary 
efforts.  The  wide  views  previously  available  from  the  hilltop  are 
now  cut  off  by  tree  growth.  To  assure  the  future  openness  of  the 
eastern  view,  additional  land  or  rights  to  cut  trees  should  be 
secured. 

An  alley  was  cut  through  the  trees  from  the  summit  towards 
the  Charles  in  an  attempt  to  open  the  view  of  the  river,  but  with 
little  success.  Another  cut  will  be  tried  toward  great  Blue  Hill 
during  the  coming  year.  Two  unprotected  wells  on  the  property 
were  fenced  in  to  prevent  accidents,  and  a  small  parking  place  for 
visitors  at  the  South  Natick  end  of  the  trail  is  contemplated  for 
1959. 

Mr.  Charles  E.  Channing  was  the  new  member  welcomed  to  the 
local  committee  during  the  year  1958. 

PETTICOAT  HILL 
WILLIAMSBURG

This  reservation  was  acquired  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Martha  W. 
Nash  as  a  memorial  to  her  husband,  Edward  W.  Nash,  in  1905, 
together  with  a  maintenance  fund  of  $1000.00.  In  1923,  the  Trus- 
tees bought  10  acres  of  land  at  the  top  of  the  hill  with  funds  from 
Mrs.  Nash's  gift.  On  several  occasions  Mrs.  Nash  also  contrib- 
uted money  for  clearing  and  other  projects,  and  at  her  death 
in  1945  she  left  a  bequest  of  $2914.33  for  an  endowment. 

Petticoat  Hill  lies  south  of  Route  9  in  Williamsburg  at  a  well- 
marked  sign.  A  path  to  the  summit  leads  through  oak  and  hem- 
lock woods  to  the  upper  Ledges,  and  views  from  the  trail  on 
Petticoat  Hill  out  over  the  valley  of  Mill  River  and  from  the  top 
of  the  hill  to  the  south  are  the  rewarding  features  of  this  reserva- 
tion, with  a  giant  red  oak  providing  a  shady  resting  place  on  the 
way  up. 

A  considerably  larger  number  of  visitors  climbed  the  path  to 
enjoy  the  view  on  Petticoat  Hill  this  year,  with  the  new  hard  road 
making  it  easier.  The  chairman  of  this  committee  suggests  that 
picnic  tables  be  built  and  installed  at  the  entrance  since  it  proves 
to  be  a  cool  place  for  lunch. 
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PINE  AND  HEMLOCK  KNOLL 
WENHAM

Gift  of  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  in  1936,  comprising  14  acres  of 
heavily  wooded  esker  bearing  a  magnificent  stand  of  pine  and 
hemlock  bordering  on  the  great  Wenham  Swamp.  The  reservation 
is  located  off  Pleasant  Street  in  Wenham. 

The  grove  of  ancient  pines  and  hemlocks  at  this  reservation 
"casts  a  spell  of  remoteness"  which  is  tenuous.  Fires  and  crowds 
threaten  it,  and  control  of  more  area  around  it  is  necessary  to 
"keep  our  sanctuary  forever  solitary." 


REDEMPTION  ROCK 
PRINCETON

By  gift  from  John  Hoar  and  John  Hoar,  Jr.,  in  1952  the  Trus- 
tees were  recipients  of  the  rock  which  was  first  acquired  in  1899 
by  General  George  Fisher  Hoar,  one  of  the  founders  and  first 
president  of  the  Trustees  who  gave  it  to  John  Hoar  in  1901.  The 
big  flat-topped  rock  was  the  scene  of  negotiations  and  agreement 
for  the  ransom  of  Mary  White  Rowlandson,  a  captive  of  King 
Phillips'  indians,  conducted  by  John  Hoar  of  Concord  in  1676. 
The  reservation  is  now  marked  by  a  Massachusetts  Tercentenary 
sign  on  the  south  side  of  Route  140  near  the  western  boundary 
of  Princeton.

Rocky  Narrows  was  the  third  reservation  given  to  the  Trustees 
when  Augustus  Hemenway  donated  21  acres  in  1897,  later  giving 
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funds  for  their  care.  Improvements  were  also  paid  for  by  Arthur 
F.  Estabrook  during  his  lifetime.  Three  acres  were  added  to  the 
reservation  in  1941-1942  by  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Lewis, 
Jr.,  and  in  1942,  by  agreement  with  the  Shell  Oil  Company  con- 
cerning a  pipe  line,  two  parcels  of  eight  and  nine  more  acres 
came  into  the  possession  of  the  Trustees. 

The  reservation  lies  across  the  Charles  River  from  the  holdings 
of  the  Commonwealth  at  Medfield  Hospital,  and  for  many  years, 
the  hospital  authorities  assisted  in  the  management  of  the  reserva- 
tion. On  the  landward  or  west  side,  the  reservation  adjoins 
the  Sherborn  Town  Forest,  which,  in  the  South  Sherborn  unit 
contains  over  1 50  acres. 

Rocky  Narrows  is  most  accessible  by  canoe  and  lies  about  one 
mile  upstream  from  Farm  Street  Bridge  between  Dover  and  Sher- 
born, with  a  path  leading  into  the  reservation  from  Forest  Street. 

Known  to  canoeists  as  "the  Gates  of  the  Charles,"  the  reserva- 
tion consists  of  a  rocky  hemlock  knoll  in  a  meadow  known  as  the 
"Dingle  Hole,"  which,  in  periods  of  high  water,  isolates  the  knoll 
from  the  enclosing  wooded  ridge.  A  pine  clad  stretch  of  camp 
ground  with  a  spring  lies  along  the  river  at  the  north  end  of 
the  reservation. 
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At  the  turn  of  the  river,  south  of  the  reservation,  there  are  still 
29  acres  of  privately  owned  land  surrounded  by  the  holdings  of 
the  Town,  the  Trustees  and  the  Commonwealth.  Recent  plan- 
ning studies  for  Dover  and  Sherborn  have  suggested  the  desira- 
bility of  adding  that  tract  and  "reserving"  more  of  the  river  banks 
as  part  of  the  Bay  Circuit. 

The  picnic  grounds  of  this  reservation  are  in  good  order.  Wood 
is  always  available  for  fires  if  wanted.  Since  the  reservation  is  not 
accessible  by  car  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  how  many  people  visit 
the  site  during  the  summer  months.  The  picnic  ground  is  a  lovely 
spot  which  has  the  Charles  River  flowing  by  it  and  many  interest- 
ing paths  add  to  the  feature  of  the  woods.  For  those  more  ad- 
venturesome the  path  which  goes  up  one  side  of  the  rocky  hill 
through  the  hemlocks  is  particularly  beautiful.

Through  the  generosity  and  interest  of  Dr.  Joel  E.  Goldthwait, 
the  initial  gift  of  303  acres  occurred  in  1942,  followed  by  further 
additions  in  the  period  of  1946-1956,  bringing  the  total  area  up 
to  42034  acres.  Adequate  endowment  and  special  gifts  for  equip- 
ment and  buildings  all  provided  by  Dr.  Goldthwait,  plus  the 
very  enterprising  local  committee,  have  made  this  reservation 
located  on  Hartford  Street,  Medfield,  one  of  our  most  active  recre- 
ational areas  providing  year-round  activity  of  skating,  skiing, 
picnicking,  and  fishing. 

In  spite  of  a  season  which  averaged  cooler  than  usual,  the  Woods 
were  more  heavily  used,  especially  by  hikers.  Skating  started  on 
December  8th  with  a  total  of  20  days  of  good  ice  conditions.  The 
small  new  pond  was  reserved  for  hockey,  leaving  Chickering  Pond 
free  for  family  skating. 
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Re-forestation  was  continued  with  the  planting  of  2000  three- 
year-old  trees;  and  a  new  road  to  Echo  Lake  was  built  to  furnish 
more  direct  access. 

Members  of  the  committee  were  overjoyed  to  have  Dr.  Gold- 
thwait  chosen  as  the  recipient  of  the  Conservation  Award  for 
the  year  [958.

Royalston  Falls,  acquired  by  gift  of  George  L.  Foote,  consisted 
of  200  acres  in  1 95 1 ,  to  which  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Foote  added  five 
acres  in  1954,  for  an  improved  approach.  The  reservation  adjoins 
a  state  forest  on  the  east  and  southeast.  An  endowment  fund 
of  $2025  was  subscribed  in  1 953-1 954  by  interested  friends. 

The  reservation  is  located  on  Falls  Road  leading  off  to  the  right 
from  Warwick  Road  out  of  Royalston  Village.  It  is  a  wild  area 
of  mixed  woods,  three  brooks  and  a  small  waterfall  shown  on  the 
survey  maps  as  Foote  Falls. 

Although  the  path  and  fence  at  this  reservation  are  kept  in 
excellent  condition,  the  access  road  leading  to  it  is  a  dirt  road 
which  appears  to  frighten  away  many  of  the  moderns.  The  past 
season  there  was  more  rain  than  during  the  recent  dry  cycle  which 
thereby  resulted  in  a  more  spectacular  flow  over  the  Falls.  The 
bird  population  at  this  reservation  appears  to  be  increasing.

By  gift  of  Whitney  Woods  Association,  Inc.,  in  1933,  the  Trus- 
tees added  this  643  acres  with  an  endowment  of  $10,000  to  their 
list  of  reservations.  In  1935  twenty-five  acres  known  as  Bancroft 
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Sanctuary  was  added  as  a  gift  from  the  Federation  of  Bird  Clubs 
of  New  England,  Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft  presented  an  additional  20 
acres  in  1937,  and  in  1941  ten  more  acres  were  added  by  gift  of 
Charles  B.  Barnes  and  family.  Mrs.  Ezra  Thayer  made  a  gift  in 
1943  of  twenty-eight  acres  in  Hingham  and  Mr.  Joseph  Saponaro 
presented  eight  acres  in  1950.  The  following  additions  were  ac- 
quired through  purchase:  sixty  acres  in  1944;  fifty-three  acres  in 
1947;  and  five  acres  in  1948,  with  six  acres  in  1952.  For  military 
reasons,  the  U.  S.  Government  has  taken  125  acres  in  1942  and  10 
acres  in  1957. 

This  reservation  with  hiking  trails  meandering  through  beauti- 
ful groves  and  areas  of  interesting  plant  growth  is  located  on 
Route  3A  opposite  Sohier  Street,  Cohasset. 

A  small  repair  job  improved  the  surface  of  One  Way  Lane  for 
the  increased  use  of  horseback  riders.  Wind  and  vandals  caused 
some  damage  to  pines  and  buildings  respectively;  and  the  pine 
grove  has  reached  and  past  maturity,  with  increasing  damage  to 
trees  expected  here. 

The  committee  awaits  with  interest  the  developments  which 
will  follow  abandonment  of  the  Hingham  Ammunition  Depot 
Annex  by  the  Navy.  If  possible,  the  Hyde  Reservation  section  of 
the  Annex  should  be  repossessed  by  the  Trustees. 

CHARLES  W.  WARD  RESERVATION

In  1940,  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Ward  made  a  gift  of  154  acres  on 
Holt's  Hill,  with  endowment,  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ward.  Mr. 
Charles  L.  Ward,  in  1941,  made  a  gift  of  10  acres,  including  Pine 
Hole  Pond.  In  1944,  Mrs.  Ward  donated  36  acres  on  the  south 
slope  of  Boston  Hill  —  and  again  in  1945,  sne  added  78  acres  to  the 
Holt's  Hill  area,  including  Shrub  Hill.  Phillips  Academy,  in  19;"", 
gave  8.02  acres  to  be  part  of  the  Ward  Reservation,  and  the  Town 
of  Andover  took  1.7  acres.  In  1958  13.9  acres  were  donated  by 
Mr.  C.  Carleton  Kimball  and  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Ward. 
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This  lovely  open  space  reservation  located  in  Andover  on  the 
corner  of  Route  125  and  Prospect  Road  affords  extensive  views 
in  all  directions  from  its  pasture-land  hilltop. 

One  of  the  most  important  events  in  the  history  of  the  Charles 
W.  Ward  Reservation  occurred  this  year  when  13.9  acres  of  wood- 
land were  added  to  it  by  the  gift  of  Mrs.  C.  Carleton  Kimball  of 
Andover  and  Mr.  Charles  L.  Ward  of  Concord.  The  land,  which 
lies  along  the  west  side  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  Reservation, 
had  been  scheduled  for  subdivision  into  house  lots  until  rescued  by 
the  timely  efforts  of  Mrs.  Kimball  and  Mr.  Ward. 

This  was  given  by  them  in  memory  of  their  mother,  Mrs. 
Charles  W7.  Ward.  Mrs.  Ward  established  the  Reservation  in 
1940,  and  from  that  time  until  her  death  in  1956,  devoted  the 
major  portion  of  her  energies  to  its  care  and  development.  By  the 
generous  gift  of  her  children,  the  main  entrance  to  the  Reservation 
will  remain  in  the  unspoiled  state  that  she  knew. 

All  the  major  trails  on  the  Reservation  were  cleared  this  year 
by  volunteers  from  Phillips  Academy.  The  boys  included  in  their 
efforts  several  trails  which  had  been  neglected  in  recent  years. 
This  work  was  done  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  George  Sanborn  of 
the  Local  Committee. 

Thanks  to  unusual  snow  conditions  during  January  and  Febru- 
ary, the  Phillips  Academy  ski  team  had  ample  opportunity  to 
practice  jumping  and  cross  country  skiing  on  the  Reservation. 
At  other  seasons,  students  of  elementary  science  made  field  trips 
to  study  the  geology  of  the  Reservation  while  boys  enrolled  in 
biology  came  to  study  plant  succession  in  our  bogs  as  well  as  other 
points  of  ecological  interest. 

Most  gratifying  of  all,  perhaps,  were  the  many  people  of  all  ages 
who,  depending  upon  the  season,  visited  the  Reservation  for  ski- 
ing, sledding,  picnicking,  or  just  simply  roaming  through  the 
woods  and  fields. 


The  reservation  reports  have  been  compiled  by  Loring  Conant,  Executive 
Secretary,  with  appreciated  assistance  of  Mr.  Charles  W.  Eliot  and  the  chairmen 
of  the  various  local  committees. 
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The  Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Reservation  was  acquired  with  endowment  in  early  1959  as  a  gift  from 
Charles  S.  Bird,  Walpole,  and  Oliver  D.  Filley,  Bernardsville,  New  Jersey.  This  strip  of  unspoiled 
beach  on  the  Island  of  Chappaquiddick  extending  south  from  Cape  Poge  Light  for  approximately  two 
miles  is  bordered  on  the  east  by  Muskeget  Sound  and  by  Cape  Poge  Bay  on  the  west.  The  reservation 
boasts  of  a  wild  area  of  low  sand  dunes,  cedar  thickets,  tidal  flats  and  sandy  beach,  which  are  a  natural 
area  for  migratory  land,  shore  and  sea  birds. 

As  we  go  to  press  we  announce  that  Messrs.  Charles  E.  Mason,  Jr.,  Oliver  D.  Filley,  Jr.,  and  David 
Bird  have  been  appointed  to  serve  on  the  local  committee. 

Cape  Poge  Wildlife  Reservation  is  to  be  kept  in  its  natural  state  and  is  available  to  the  public  for 
picnicking,  swimming  and  nature  study.

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NAUMKEAG 

Miss  Mabel  Choate,  a  valued  friend  and  benefactress  who  gave  the 
Mission  House  in  Stockbridge  to  the  Trustees  in  1948,  under  her  will, 
made  a  bequest  to  the  Trustees  of  Reservations  of  her  beloved  "Naum- 
keag,"  a  gracious  and  lovely  summer  home  with  surrounding  gardens, 
ably  described  in  the  following  treatise  given  by  Mr.  Fletcher  Steele  at 
the  Trustees'  Annual  Luncheon  on  January  28,  1959. 

"The  house  was  built  in  1885.  It  was  one  of  the  early  designs  of  Stam- 
ford White  who  got  Frederick  MacMonnies,  the  sculptor,  to  adorn  the 
place  and  Nathan  Barrett,  the  able  landscape  architect,  to  adjust  house 
and  gardens  to  the  difficult  site. 

The  house  is  on  the  steep  side  of  Prospect  Hill  which  rises  over  Stock- 
bridge  and  faces  the  western  hills  of  the  Berkshires  across  a  broad  flat 
intervale.  The  Trustees'  reservation  Monument  Mountain  stands  out 
boldly  to  the  southeast  over  the  village.  The  Massachusetts  Pike,  by 
which  it  is  easily  reached  from  anywhere  in  the  state,  lies  just  over 
the  hill. 

The  house  is  filled  with  collections  of  furniture,  china,  paintings,  en- 
gravings and  books,  among  them  a  large  number  recalling  the  life  and 
exploits  of  the  builder,  Miss  Choate's  father,  Joseph  Hodges  Choate,  our 
excellent  Ambassador  to  London  at  the  beginning  of  this  century. 

The  grounds,  begun  by  Barrett,  were  further  improved  by  Mrs. 
Choate  with  formal  promenades  and  groves  of  unusual  trees,  done  in  the 
European  manner  of  her  time.  The  best  of  them  have  been  kept.  But 
in  many  ways,  Miss  Choate's  own  experience  taught  her  the  need  for  re- 
doing and  adding  to  the  gardens  to  meet  modern  conditions  and  make 
the  place  better  fitted  to  the  hillside.  Moreover,  she  was  little  concerned 
with  mere  flower  beds.  She  became  warmly  attached  to  Chinese  and 
Japanese  garden  effects  and  took  an  extended  trip  to  the  Orient  to  study 
them.  This  finally  resulted  in  the  isolation  of  one  garden  by  a  high  wall 
within  which  was  constructed  an  authentic  Chinese  building  —  half 
house,  half  temple.  Around  it  was  a  little  garden.  They  were  both  fur- 
nished with  features  reminding  her  of  China. 

Meantime,  other  old  gardens  were  brought  up  to  date  according  to  her 
taste.  Flights  of  stairs  were  built  to  make  it  easier  to  mount  the  hill. 
Finally,  as  she  grew  older  and  could  no  longer  walk  easily  down  to  the 
lower  gardens,  from  fifty  to  more  than  a  hundred  feet  below,  whole  gar- 
dens were  brought  up  to  terraces  under  the  house,  for  her  to  watch 
at  ease. 

The  farm  was  kept  largely  for  ornament,  since  she  enjoyed  seeing  the 
cattle  wander  in  the  lowland  meadow,  but  also,  for  the  good  butter,  eggs, 
chickens  and  vegetables  which  came  from  her  own  good  acres. 

All  that  comes  to  us.  It  was  her  intent  that  we  should  keep  it  up  sub- 
stantially as  she  left  it,  so  that  our  public  in  the  future  could  realize  how 
people  lived  in  her  time.  And  this  in  happy  contrast  to  the  limitations 
and  hardships  to  which  our  ancestors  were  put,  as  shown  in  the  Mission 
House  in  the  nearby  village,  which  Miss  Choate  also  established  and  gave 
to  us.  She  was  intensely  interested  in  watching  life  become  easier, 
broader  and  more  grand,  but  not  happier  nor  finer  nor  more  brave. 

Miss  Choate  has  given  the  future  a  picture  of  our  past  and  present  in 
in  her  one  little  village  for  us  to  guard."

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation,  and 
all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open  to  the 
public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with  this 
object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same  manner

(1930),  The  Trustees  "may  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  five  million  dollars." 
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Article  I  Of  Trustees 

1.  The  members  of  the  corporation,  in  whom  are  reposed  the  full  and  exclusive 
duty  and  power  to  vote  in  respect  of  all  matters  to  be  acted  upon  at  any  meeting 
of  the  corporation,  shall  be  designated  "Trustees."  Said  Trustees  shall  be  resi- 
dents of  Massachusetts,  their  number  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred,  and  they  shall 
be  elected  for  such  term  as  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meeting  or  meeting  held  in 
lieu  thereof  shall  determine. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  may,  if  it  sees  fit,  nominate  Trustees  by  inserting 
the  names  of  candidates  upon  the  notice  of  warning  of  any  meeting.

Article  II  Of  Founders,  Life  Associates,  Associate 

Members,  and  Contributors 

1.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  real  or  personal  property 
to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  or  more  shall  be  permanently  enrolled  as 
Founders. 

2.  All  persons  not  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  Founders,  from  whom  the  corpora- 
tion shall  receive  real  or  personal  property  to  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars  or 
more,  shall  be  enrolled  during  lite  as  Life  Associates. 

3.  All  persons  not  entitled  to  be  enrolled  as  Founders  or  Life  Associates,  from 
whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  ten  or  more  dollars,  shall  be  enrolled  as  Associ- 
ate Members  for  the  year  in  which  payment  of  such  sum  is  made. 

4.  All  persons  from  whom  the  corporation  shall  receive  five  or  more  dollars  but 
less  than  ten  dollars,  shall  be  enrolled  as  Contributors  for  the  year  in  which  pay- 
ment of  such  sum  is  made. 

5.  But  no  donor  of  money  or  property  coming  under  the  four  classifications 
above  named  shall  be  a  member  of  the  corporation  unless  and  until  duly  elected  as 
provided  in  Article  I  as  amended. 

6.  Notwithstanding  that  such  Founders,  Life  Associates,  Associate  Members, 
and  Contributors  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  duty  or  responsibility  in  the  manage- 
ment or  affairs  of  the  corporation,  they  may  in  meeting  of  the  persons  mentioned 
in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  Nos.  1  to  4,  both  inclusive,  convened  at  the  direction 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  take  advisory  action  and  make  recommendations  in 
respect  of  any  matter  submitted  to  such  meeting.  At  any  such  meeting  each 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  to  be  cast  in  person  or  by  proxy.  The  President 
of  the  corporation,  or  in  his  absence,  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
shall  preside,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  corporation  shall  keep  the  minutes. 


Article  III  Of  Meetings 

1.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  last  Wednesday  in 
January,  in  Boston,  or  at  such  other  city  or  town  in  the  Commonwealth,  and  at 
such  time  and  place,  as  the  Standing  Committee  may  determine.  A  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members,  but  a 
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majority  of  the  members  present  and  voting  may  adjourn  any  meeting  from  time 
to  time  until  the  business  shall  have  been  finished. 

In  the  event  of  the  annual  meeting,  by  mistake  or  otherwise,  not  being  called 
and  held  as  herein  prescribed,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  order  a  special  meet- 
ing to  be  called  and  held  in  lieu  of  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  annual  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  corporation  may  be  called  by  the  Standing  Committee 
to  meet  at  any  time  and  place.  A  quorum  at  a  special  meeting  shall  consist  of  not 
less  than  seven  members. 

2.  At  all  meetings  the  President  shall  take  the  chair  as  soon  as  a  quorum  is 
present;  and  the  record  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  then  be  read,  unless  such 
reading  is  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  those  present;  after  which, 
at  all  special  meetings  the  business  for  which  the  meeting  was  called  shall  be  trans- 
acted, and  at  the  annual  meeting  the  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

First. — The  unfinished  business  and  the  assignments  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be 
announced  by  the  Secretary  to  the  President  and  taken  up  in  order. 

Second. — The  Secretary  shall  be  called  on  to  submit  a  written  report  of  the 
doings  of  the  Standing  Committee  for  the  year  ending  with  the  previous  31st  of 
December. 

Third. — The  Treasurer  shall  be  called  upon  to  submit  a  written  report  of  his 
doings  for  the  year  ending  with  the  previous  31st  of  December,  and  the  financial 
conditions  of  the  corporation  of  that  date. 

Fourth. — The  Committee  to  audit  the  Treasurer's  accounts  shall  be  called  on 
for  a  report. 

Fifth. — Any  special  committee  which  may  have  been  appointed  during  the  year 
shall  be  called  on  to  report. 

Sixth. — If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  proposed  changes  in  the  By-laws, 
the  same  shall  be  voted  upon  as  provided  in  Article  VIII. 

Seventh. — If  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  made  any  nominations  to 
membership  in  the  corporation,  an  election  shall  be  held  as  provided  in  Article  I. 

Eighth. — An  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall  be  held,  as  provided  in 
Article  IV,  Section  1. 

Ninth. — On  the  announcement  of  the  vote  the  newly  elected  President  shall  take 
the  chair,  and  shall  give  the  members  present  an  opportunity  to  present  new 
business. 

Tenth. — The  newly  elected  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  audit  the 
Treasurer's  accounts. 


Article  IV  Of  Officers 

1.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice  President,  a  Secre- 
tary, and  a  Treasurer.  The  officers  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporation,  an  adjournment  thereof,  or  at  a  meeting  in  lieu  of  such  annual 
meeting,  as  above  provided;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices  for  three  years  or  for 
such  shorter  term  as  the  corporation  at  its  annual  meeting  or  meeting  in  lieu 
thereof  shall  determine,  or  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  any  of  the  above  offices  from  death,  resignation  or 
inability  to  serve  may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee  at  their  next  regular 
meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  before  such  regular 
meeting.  No  officer  may  serve  consecutive  terms  in  the  same  office  which  total 
more  than  six  years  from  and  after  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1956,  but  max 
serve  again  in  the  same  office  after  an  interval  of  one  year. 

2.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation.  If  he  is 
absent,  the  Vice  President,  and,  if  the  Vice  President  is  also  absent,  a  President 
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pro  tempore,  chosen  by  hand  vote  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  present,  shall 
preside,  and  shall  have  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  President. 

3.  The  Secretary  shall  warn  the  members  of  all  meetings  of  the  corporation, 
according  as  he  may  be  directed  by  vote  of  the  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  call 
the  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  as  he  may  be  directed  by  the  chairman  of 
the  Committee  or  on  the  request  in  writing  of  any  two  members  thereof.  He  shall 
carry  on  all  the  correspondence  of  the  corporation  not  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
shall,  when  the  correspondence  is  of  importance,  preserve  copies  of  the  letters  sent 
and  the  original  letters  received,  for  transmission  with  his  records  to  his  successor 
in  office.  He  shall  keep  an  exact  record  of  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  and  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  with  the  names  of  the  members  present,  entering  in  full  all 
reports  of  committees,  which  may  be  accepted,  by  either  body,  unless  otherwise 
directed. 

At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  he  shall  make  a  written 
report  of  the  doings  of  that  body  for  the  year  ending  on  the  previous  31st  of  Decem- 
ber; and,  if  the  report  is  approved,  he  shall  present  it  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 

4.  The  Treasurer  shall,  when  directed,  as  provided  in  the  next  paragraph,  make 
disbursements;  and  he  shall  also  collect  all  moneys  due  to  the  corporation,  and 
shall  keep  regular  and  faithful  account  of  all  the  moneys  and  funds  of  the  corpora- 
tion which  shall  come  into  his  hands  and  of  all  receipts  and  expenditures  connected 
with  the  same,  which  accounts  shall  always  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  members 
of  the  corporation.  He  shall  make  no  investments  and  pay  no  moneys  without 
either  the  approval  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  or  else  of  such  officer 
or  committee  as  said  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  to  act  for  it  in  these 
matters.  At  the  January  meeting  of  the  Standing  Committee  he  shall  make  a 
written  report  of  his  doings  for  the  year  ending  on  the  previous  31st  of  December; 
and,  if  his  report  is  approved,  he  shall  present  it  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
corporation. 


Article  V  Of  the  Standing  Committee 

1.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  consist  of  thirteen  persons,  including  the 
President  and  the  Treasurer  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  ex 
officio.  The  members  of  the  Standing  Committee,  other  than  the  members  ex 
officio,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  an 
adjournment  thereof,  or  at  a  meeting  in  lieu  of  such  annual  meeting,  as  above 
provided;  and  they  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  three  years  from  the  date  of  the 
annual  election  in  1956  or  until  others  are  duly  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead, 
and  may  be  re-elected  for  a  second  term  of  three  years;  but  they  shall  not  serve 
again  as  elected  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  until  after  an  interval  of  one 
year.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Standing  Committee  from  death,  resignation  or  inabil- 
ity to  serve  may  be  filled  by  the  Standing  Committee  at  their  next  regular  meeting 
or  at  a  special  meeting  to  be  called  for  the  purpose  before  such  regular  meeting. 

Members  of  the  Standing  Committee  elected  in  January  1956  shall  be  divided 
into  three  classes,  of  which  one  shall  consist  of  three  members  and  two  shall  each 
consist  of  four  members.  The  term  of  office  of  the  first  class  consisting  of  three 
members  shall  expire  on  the  day  of  the  annual  election  in  1957;  the  terms  of  office 
of  the  second  and  third  classes  each  consisting  of  four  members  shall  expire  on  the 
day  of  the  annual  election  in  1958  and  the  day  of  the  annual  election  in  1959 
respectively;  and  thereafter  each  class  shall  be  elected  for  three-year  terms  as 
above  provided. 

2.  The  Standing  Committee  shall,  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  corporation  in  each  year,  elect  a  chairman,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Committee.  In  his  absence  a  chairman  pro  tempore  may  be 
chosen  by  hand  vote.  The  Standing  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every 
month,  and  a  quorum  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  members.  The  Standing 
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Committee  may  nominate  or  refuse  to  nominate  new  members  of  the  corporation, 
may  accept  or  decline  gifts  offered  to  the  corporation,  may  approve  or  disapprove 
investments  or  expenditures  proposed  by  the  Treasurer,  may  approve  or  dis- 
approve all  bills  against  the  corporation,  may  declare  any  office,  including  the 
office  of  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  vacant  if  the  Standing  Committee 
by  affirmative  vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members  determines  that  the  person  hold- 
ing such  office  is  unable  to  serve  in  such  capacity,  may  appoint  subcommittees 
of  their  number,  or  committees  consisting  of  members  or  other  persons  not  mem- 
bers, may  appoint  and  remove  agents,  may  engage  whatever  assistance  is  needed 
to  administer  the  affairs  of  the  corporation,  may  designate  such  agents  and 
employees  by  such  titles  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and,  in  general,  may  exercise 
all  the  executive  powers  of  the  corporation. 


Article  VI  Of  the  Advisory  Council 

All  persons  who  have  served  as  officers  or  as  members  of  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  become  eligible  for  election  to  the  Advisory  Council  upon  the  con- 
clusion of  their  terms.  Members  of  the  Advisory  Council  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  an  adjournment  thereof,  or  at  a  meeting 
in  lieu  of  such  annual  meeting,  as  above  provided;  and  they  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  such  term  as  the  corporation  shall  determine.  The  members  of  the  Advisory 
Council  shall  be  entitled  to  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Standing  Committee  but 
without  vote. 


Article  VII  Of  the  Seal 

The  corporate  seal  shall  be  a  circular,  flat-faced  die  of  about  an  inch  and  a  half 
in  diameter,  with  the  name  of  the  corporation,  the  year  of  its  organization,  the 
word  "Massachusetts"  and  the  figure  of  a  pine  tree  so  engraved  on  its  face  that  it 
can  be  embossed  on  paper  by  pressure. 


Article  VIII  Of  Amendments 

At  any  annual  meeting  of  the  corporation,  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose,  these  By-laws  may  be  amended,  altered,  or  repealed  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  members  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  such  proposed  change 
shall  have  been  given  in  the  call  of  the  meeting.
